On July 10; 1952; the volter 3*evieired certain of the^flles 3:^bete«l be3:ew 
novr maintained by 02^ Ps^esidlo of San Francisco. 

It v/as noted that these files contained extensive quotations from 
documents in the possession of the FBI Office in San Siego vdiich were identified 
in some instances by file, serial, and page nomber* 

Two specific instances vrere noted; first, a blind memorandum discussing 
the Communist Party, District 13, j3;^ich^ contained mention of figures and 



menbership lists broken-dom by sSScSe^oa, The source of this infonnation was 
shown as In f oimant I (FBI - San Diego), File 97-1, who received the infor- 



mation from | I b'iil - San Francisco) in a docment dated May 27, 1942, 

A review of the files of this office reflects that this document was a letter to 
Director, dated May 27, 1942 concerning the Communist Party, USA, Internal 
^'^*^'^v6ubconriB*Ue (R), San Francisco File 97-54-305, copies of which were furnished 
to San Diego, Los Angeles, and New York* Mo distribution to outside agencies 
is noted thereon» 

Secondly, a blind memorandum, RE JOSEPH VJ. Y/ETNBERG, x ms no ted which 
contained extracts of a coiiversation on March 29, 1943 between STESB MEiLSO H and 
"JOE" which information was obtained by GENERAL VAN DEtiAN from a report of

(FBI - San Francisco) dated October 7, IQAQ. he jgqEPH W. \VECHBEBG, pages 4S-54, 
v/hich report was filed in the office of I | (FBI - San Diego), File Number 

105~162-d. Verbatim quotations from this report appeared in Hbe memorandum* 

A review of the San Francisco YffiENBERG File (100-23635) reflects that 
this is a suimnary report of SA CHARLES F. BRUSCH, dated October 7, 1949 
(Serial 251), a copy of vftiich was furnished to the San Diego Office by letter 
dated Febsraaxy 23, 1950 together tdth o^er material to assist in a oonteoQilated 
interview of BEIWETTE ooncezning WSLmEBQ* 

It was noted tiia^ pages 48^54 of instant report are in the Administrative 
Section, thereof, which infoimation is presumably not distributed outside the 
Bureau. In this particular case, a large portion of the Administrative Section 
dee^ with information recdLved from a teohnicsPl Xnfoxmant, including a verbatim 
transcription of the log*

The above n0^li^:ifiamiaj? of distxibutlon of infloxmation to GiNERAL 
VAK DHIAN is of parfcicifeii^ interest in '•iBir of the fact that he, in torn, distributed 
infoimation v/hich he received to his sources outside the Federal Government. In 
particular, it was ob served that he exchanged information frequently vdth ELCHABD 
E. COMBS, 415 West Rae« Street, Visalia, Callfbsnia, attoney for the TBSSES 
COMMITIEEE, and was apparentlj a personal acquaintance of COMBS. One instance was 
noted ¥flierein COUBS addressed a letter to a Bureaja ^ent in reply to an inquiry 
by the agent, and at the seme tiate, fiuniah^l^ resilwa oopgr of the letter to 
CSNERtf. VAN DQttH. - i!- 'vv V 

San Pranoiseo fileef reflect SBofiae^^B^^^, (12>-I6d9-31), trixea a copy 

of a memorandum furnished by GMIERAL VAN DEISM to the 'JBI was also distributed to 
the San Diego Poli ce De partment » In this connection, it is to be xx>ted that on 
Febiuaty 13, 1952) BERHftRD L* XBONIGK, 2215 Deufyy Street, Bexkeley, advised 6A 
STAWLET J. EAGER that former MAJOR f^-PMSES. F. THJITT, now a Sergeant, San Diego PD, 
has a number of caifeon c opies of x^^i^s from GENERAL VAN DMAN'S files, vihieh 
SBOBIGE believed IBDITT was not emmBd to have* (&S-17Q1-15) 

Of further interest in conn ection w ith distri botion of FBI infoxmation 

by GBNBRAL VAN DBUN to OQUBS and the SERHHT OOUUTXHS, i» the f aot that PAUL 

CBDTJCH, a former CP member vHao has been, and may in the future be, a gpvernment 
vdtness in subversive matters, has been working closely with COUBS and may have 
had aooess to CXUBS* files* 

It was noted that by letter dated March 16, 1950, COUBS advised 

GBaSBSRAL VAN nuUN that his lettffic of Karch 14 yAth its endosnre had been received 
and the enclosure destroyed per the GENERAL'S request. There was no further 
indication in instant letter as to the nature of this enclosure, but CQLfflS corn:- 
aMnted that it bore otxt their theory and "provides just the facte that oorroborate 
the statements of the man who tells as that he knew JHO (J. R* OPISaBSCMSR) as a 
CP sMDber in Alameda County*" 

Of further interest with respect to the scope of COMBB' activity, is the 
fnlTnirincr quotation appealing in a letter to GE^ERAL VAN OaiAN; dated March 12 . 1947:

files further to deteindne T/het.her they eonfaalnaa any further information rel ating 
to COUBS' intended investigation!
